5 A Proclamation for the prices of wines. 


© Here it is oꝛdeined and pꝛouided by a ſtatute made# eſtabliſhed in the Par- 
2 liament holden at eſtminſter the viii. day of June, in the rrviii.yeere of 
2 Retgne of the Queenes Maieſties dearelp beloued father ok famous 
memoꝛie Ring Henrie the eight, that the pꝛices ol all kinde of wines (that is 
= toſay)of the Tunne,Butte,Pipe,Punchion,Yogſhed,T yerſe,Barrel,and 
Is 'Rundlet,when it ſhoulde be ſolide in groſſe, ſhoulde be limitted and declared 
2by the Loꝛde Lhauncelozof England, Loꝛd Treaſourer of England, Loꝛde 
'A qv of the ſaid Kings moſt honourable counſell, Lo2d pꝛiuie ſeale, and 
Atye two chicke Juſtices of either benche, oz ſiue, foure, oꝛ thꝛee of them, and 
that the ſame ſhoulde be ſolde accoꝛding to the ſame pꝛices ſo by them let and taxed vpon payne and penaltie 
tonteined in the laide Acte: Fozaſmuch as the Loꝛde Chancelour of Englande, Loꝛde Treaſourcr ofEng- 
land, and the two Loꝛd chiefe Juſtices foꝛ diucrs conſiderations them mouing, and accoꝛding to the cffecte 
and meaning of the ſaide ſtatute and acte, haue in wꝛiting by their deliberate aduiſes vpon conference had 
with ſundꝛy perlons thereto requiſite, tarcd, limitted, aſſigned and appointed the pꝛices of Gafcoigne and 
Frenche wines to be ſolde within this her highneſſe Kealme foꝛ this peere following (that is to ſay) Euery 
Tunnc of the beſt Gaſcoigne and Frenche wines to be ſolde (the ſeller bearing all the charges due and pay- 
able to her Maieſtie in her Cuſtome houle) after the rate and pꝛice of xii.poundes ſterling the Tunne x not 
aboue, The buyer bearing al the ſaid charges after the pꝛice and rate of ic.li.vi.s. viii. d. ſterling the Tunne,x 
not aboue. And euery Pipe, Butte, Hogſhed, Tyerſe, Barrell, Kundlette, à other veſſelles of the ſame leucral 
wines to be ſolde in groſſe after their quantities accoꝛding to the ſame rates, and not aboue. Ind cuerp 
Tunnc of Kocizel x other ſmal and thinne wines to be ſolde (the ſeller bearing all the charges due x payable 
to her Maieſtie in her Cuſtome houſe) after the pꝛice and rate of tenne poundes ſterling the Tunne, and not 
abouc, And the buyer bearing the laide charges at vii. li. vi. 8. viii.d. ſterling the Tunne, and not aboue. Ind 
euery Butte, Pipe, Hogſhed, Tperſe, Barrel, Rundlette, a other veſiciles ofthe ſame ſeueral wines to be ſold 
in groſſe after their quantities accoꝛding to the ſame rates ⁊ not aboue. The Queenes molt excellent Ma⸗ 
ieſtie therefoꝛe ſtraightly chargeth and commandeth all and ſinguler her louing Subiectes and others put⸗ 
ting any maner Galcoigne, Frenche, Nochel, oꝛ other mall oꝛ thinne wines to ſale within this her highnes 
Kealme that they, ne any of them in any maner of wiſe by any craft, couin, oz pꝛiuate agreement ſballſel any 
Gaſcoigne, Frenche, Nochel oz other ſmall o2 thinne wines, otherwiſe then is abouc limitted vpon paine to 
foꝛfeite and paye ſuch penaltic as is contcyned and erpꝛeſled in the laid ſtatute, oꝛ in any other ſtatute made 
oꝛ 02depned foꝛ the ſame. And moꝛeouer her highneſle pleaſure and commandement is that all and ſingulex 
Maioꝛs, Sheriffcs,Bayliffes,Conſtables and other officers to whom it apperteincth, that they, and euery 
of them with diligence,cauſe and ſec that this her Pꝛoclamation be put in due execution after the tenour of 
the ſame, and alſo accoꝛding to an other acte of Parliament eſtabliſhed in the Parliament aboue rehcarſcd 
againſt ſuch as will refuſe to ſell their wines at pꝛices tared as is afozeſaide, as they will anl were thercto at 


the ir perils. Giuen at our Mannour of Saint James the ſixt day of Noucmber in the fiue and twen⸗ 
tieth peere of our raigne.
